But as, in any Bufinefs whatfoever, there 
is always a Set of Men who make it their Study to 
it the plaineft Things in a falfe Light, we hear, in 
gtd to this Affair, that fome People affect to 
declare that the Count Seckendorff‘s ill Conduct is 
not fo much the Caufe of his Difgrace, as the Hatred 
and Jealoufy which it is pretended his being a 
Stranger, and the Religion he profeffes, have drawn 
upon hire. But nothing can be more rafh and unjuft 
than thofe Judgments, as you fhall fee by the little 
which we think proper to communicate to you upon 
this Subje€t, and which you may make ufe of upon 
Occafion, to confute thofe Partialities and fulfe 
Judgments, and fhew their Inconfiftency. 
‘ Count de Seckendorff has been in the Service 45 
Years ; he has made above 20 Campaigns, been in 
17 Sieges, and every where acquir’d Honour and 
Reputation. Even fo long ago asthe Year 1708, 
at the famous Siege of Lifle, Prince Eugene and the 
Duke of Marlborough, gave him the Direétion of 
the Trenches. He alfo diftinguifhed himfelf in the 
lit War apainft the Turks, when Prince Eugene 
tad fo good an Opinion of him, that he not only 
tmployed him in ordering of the Military Difpo- 
fitons, but alfo entrufted him with the Command 
f the Army on the Mofelle.

He in- 
fitted himtelt more than any body, upon the Ne- 
ceflity of not quitting the Neighbourhood of the 
Daoube, and yet all on a fudden he turn'’d towards 
Nifla, where the Army mutt have iafallibly pe- 
rifh’d, for want of Subjiftance at the very Opening 
of the Campaign, had the Enemies ftay‘d for the 
Arrival of our heavy Artilery before they fur- 
render'd. But Divine Providence faved our Troops 
at that time, and ro judge by the Circumftances, as 
well as by fome Letters intercepted from the 
Enemy, Count Seckendo:ff might have feized upon 
Widdio with the fame Facility, by fpeedily fending 
Count Philippi there, as the latter prepos’d to him. 
But far from following that Advice, Count Secken- 
dorff did not fend thither till a long while after, 
and very fiowly, the Body of Troops commanded 
by Count de Khevenhuller, which he reinforc’d 
but by little and little from the 16th of Auguft to 
the-28th. As for his Part, he ftay’d fix or feven 
Weeks near Nifla with the greateft Part of rhe 
Foot, and five Regiments of Horfe, without doing 
any thing, except lending out fmail Dzrachments 
here and there, to take Poffeflion of Caftles and 
little Forts which were not tenable, and thereby 
harrafling the Troops, weakening, and maniteftly 
expoling them to be deftroy’d by the Enemies, or 
miferably to perifh, and putting bimfelf at the fame 
time under an Impoffibility to go upon any other 
Operations, either for thofe Reafons, or the Difh- 
culty of recalling and aflembling in Time, the 
Troops difperted in that Manner. 

* His firft Orders, and which were often repeated 
and inculcated to him, were to keep his Troops as 
much as pallible together ; but not content with 
acting the very Reverle, he did it in fach a man- 
ner, as was moft dangerous and deflructive to the 
Army, forming thofe fmall Detachments of Troops, 
out of feveral Regiments; fo that their Com- 
manders often did not know where their Men 
were, and therefore, or becaufe of their Diftance 
could not fend them their Pay, Medicines, and 
other Things nectflary. 

* But this was not all ; for after ftaying about 
feven Weeks to no purpote about Nifla, and con- 
fuming the Provifions which were found in that 
Place; fo that there was oniy enough remaining 
for a Fortnight, Count Seckendorff at laft de- 
camp’d, but ‘twas juft atthe very Time when he 
knew our Troops could undertake nothing more, 
and confequently, that the Enemy might unire all 
their Forces againft us; and he march‘d at fuch a 
Diftance from the Place, that if the Infidels had 
at that Time but thew’d themfelves at the Gates, 
the Town mutt have been infallibly loft with the 
whole Garifon ; fince they had not Bread enough 
for fo many Days as muft neceffarily have pals‘d 
before they could have been relieved, cither from 
the grand Army, or from the Body under Count 
Khevenhuller. Ir is true, that afterwards this 
Defeét-was remedied, and when the Inhdels ap- 
peared before the Place, there had been Provifions 
fent in for fix Weeks; for which Reafon we bave 
order’d a Council of War to try General Doxat ; 
but it was no lef an inexcufable Fault in Count 
Seckendorff, that after having confumed che Pro- 
vifions found in Nifla, and which were fufhcient 
for the Garifon for fome Months, he fhould march 
away from the Place before he had filled the Ma- 
gazines, uncertain a9 he was, whether the Enemy 
would give Time to in Provifions afterwards ; 
So that it may be truly faid, Count Seckendorft did 
all in his Power to nike Niffa fall again under the 
Power of the Enemy. 

¢ Tne painful March he ¢aus’d the Troops to take 
to the little paltry Town of Ufiiza is ftili lefs 
excufeable, confidering he might fo eafily have 
advanc’d to Zwornich, the taking of which would 
have compenfated for the Lofs fultain’d elfewhere. 

‘ During the Space of 125 Days, that 1s, from 
the Beginning of the Operations to his De arture 
from the Army, he has employ’d 53 in fruitlels 
Marches and Counter-Marches, and without taking 
a previous Care for the Subfiftance of the Troops ;

‘ To conclude, we do not fo much regret the un- 
* neceflary Expences, nor the Lofs of Niffa and fome 
‘ other Advantages, which might eafily have been 
* obrained, as to fee the Lustre of our Arms tar- 
‘ nifhed in the Eyes of the Univerfe, the Pride of 
* the Infidels fwell’d, and the Opportunity lolt of 
‘ procuring to our Ally, the Emprefs of Ruifia, 
© Peace by one Campaign. We never aim’d to make 
: oy Conqguefts, bur only to fecure our Frontiers 
* for the Good of Chriftendom. Both before and 
after the Rupture, even when we might have pro- 
mifed ourfelves any thing, we made the fame De- 
‘ claration to the Turks themfzlves, as well as at 
* moft of the Chriftian Courts. We never had any 
* Views to Niffa, and confequently were refolved to 
* reftore the Place, even before we heard that it was 
‘ going to be attacked. Our Orders upon that Sub- 
* yet were, no doubr, received by our Plenipoten- 
‘ tlary Minifters immediately after the Rupture of 
‘ the Congrefs at Nimirow ; fo that the renewing 
‘ and Extenfion of the Peace upon the Foot of the 
* Treaty of Paflarowitz as the Turks defired before, 
* is fufpended by nothing that refpects us; and only 
« by che Pretenfions of the Crown of Ruffia. 

‘ But let the Confequences be what they will, the 
* Faults we have mentioned appear to us to demand 
* and authorize the fevereft Examination, and if they 
* are not cleared up, and fet afide, they are more 
‘ than fufficient to condemn the Criminal : On the 
* other Hand they are of fuch a Nature, that they 
* ought not only to have been avoided by fo old a 
* General as Count Seckendorff, bur by every Man 
* who had not totally loft his Underftanding.
